Seemingly authenticated reports in- 
dicate that Russia has 40,000 soldiers 
along the Manchurian border from 
Manchull to Popranichaya, but their 
cel! ition was not know here, The 
Nationalist government stated that 
100,000 Chinese troops were availa 
if needed in Manchuria, bub that at 
present there were only 40,000 on the 
Manchurian border, pr uolpally at the 
extremities of the Chinese Eastern 
railway. 

A manifesto jesued by the Chinese 
Nationalist government today, addres- 
sed to all foreign governments, said 
that in view of Communist propa- 
fenda undermining the government it 
therefore had been constrained to 
adopt measures of self-defense with 
regard to the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way. 

It declared that the Soviet govern- 
ment’s disregarding the consequences, 
had adopted warlike preparedness, 
thereby violating the 4») acy of the 
anti-war pact to which {it was signa- 
tory.
